“Which is the best buy?”’ a woman asked us in a local super- 
market, She held a small package and a large package of the 
same cleaner. She was too wise to presume the bigger pack 
was a bargain, 

We gave up trying to figure it out without a slide rule when 
we found the small pack weighed two pounds and the large one 
four pounds six and thrée-tenths ounces. 

Wandering on, we wordered whether this was a deliberate 
attempt to confuse the comparison shopper.. Then we came 

: to tobaccos, a field more familiar. 

There was the pouch of our favorite brand marked 51 cents. 
There was the tin, much larger, offered at $1.98. Often we've 
bought the tin, presuming it to be a savings. But this time we 
stopped, ‘pulled out pencil and paper and started figuring. 

The 5l-cent pack contained one-ninth of a pound, so one 
pound in pouches would cost 9 x .51 or $4.59 a pound. 

The tin contained two fifths of a pound. So one-fifth would 
be half of $1.98 or 99 cents. And’ one pound by the tin would 
be 5 x .99 or $4.95 a pound. 

‘And that’s the last time we ever consider buying the tin to 
save money. Anyone else had similar experiences?

In the end, however, Mo- 
shoeshae had to appeal to 
Queen Victoria for protection, 
This was granted in 1868.

British protectorates. Britain, 
however, showed little interest 
in promoting their develop- 
ment. They were useful only

Britain had decided to get 
out without waiting to 
repair the damage of years of 
neglect. 

In all this time Britain's 
main concern. had been to 
resist any pressures for mean- 
ingful political and economic 
advancement in the protecto- 
rates, They were the last of 
the colonies to get elected 
legislatures. Now, suddenly, 
they were expected to stand 
on their ‘own [eet. Speed 
rather than = purpose had 
become the order of the day. It 
was_accepted, almost without 
question, that they should live 
with the consequences of their 
economic dependence on Ver- 
woerd’s republic. 


Ministry Unable 
To Give Unity 


The results of this are 
dismally plain. A few weeks 
ago the British government 
agreed to Basutoland being 
rushed forward into inde- 
pendence on October 4 under

And even now. with inde- 
pendence barely 10. weeks 
away no financial arrange=- 
ments have been made about 
Basutoland’s budget after in- 
dependence. More than half of 


it comes from. British sub- 
sidies. 
No less ominous than de- 


velopments in Basutoland are 
the negotiations now going on 
in London for a_ financial 
settlement’ with Bechuanaland 
due to become independent on 
September 30. 

Seretse Khama’s team has 
estimated that the young 
republic will need something 
like £30 million over the next 
five years, partly to balance 
its “budget and partly to 
accelerate. education” to’ pro- 
vide the: country with trained 
manpower which past neglect 
had failed to produce. On this 
limited budget Bechuanaland 


can expect to achieve some~ 


degree of self-sufficiency in 25 
years. 

As things stand it seems 
doubtful’ whether Britain will 
be willing to provide even one- 
third -of Bechuanaland’s, 
modest requirements. Unless 
something is done quickly to 
reverse the British position, 
Bechuanaland's © independence 
is doomed to disappointment, 
to political insecurity, and to 
a beggarly relationship with 
South Africa. i

Nor is this the end of the 
tale of betrayal. Within the 
next few months the. British 
government will be asked to 
approve an independence con- 
stitution for Swaziland. As it 
now stands the constitution 
contains two provisions which 
will make it a kind of Saudi 
Arabia. 4 

First, its considerable 
mineral wealth is to be vested 
not .in the central Rovernment 
but_in the hands of 76-year-old 
King Sobhuza, assisted by an 
advisory council of his own 
choosing. Secondly, the elec= 
toral system_ entrenches 
political power in the rural 
areas thereby depriving the 
more sophisticated Swazi 
town dwellers of an effective 
voice. 


Apart from the glaring 
Weaknesses in the Basutoland 
and Swaziland Constitutions, 


two main charges can prop- 
levelled against the 
policies adopted: by Britain in 
divesting herself of her re- 
sponsibility for her protecto- 
rates 


Can Be Made 
Less Dependent 


The first is over economic 
aid. While it is obvious’ that 
the ravages of the locust 
years cansot be quickly re- 
paired, it is still possible to 
make the three territories — 
and especially Bechuanaland 

less dependent on South 
Africa than they need be. No 
great sums are needed; and 
even if Britain cannot. supply 
the money or technical re- 
sources, it is open to her to 
create a consortium of Com- 
monwealth and other nations 
willing to undertake an imagi- 
native operation., Already, un- 
asked, the Swedes have 
munificently woted £1 million 
as a first installment of aid. 

By giving the protectorates 
room for economic 
menoeuvre, they will be less 
vuinerable. to external pres- 
sures. ¢South Africa’s inten- 
tions are no. secret. The 
minister of Bantu administra- 
tion and development recently 
announced that the republic 
would. be willing to “help the 
three territories to . regain 
some of their. old lands

provided South Africa was 
able to-play a part in “guiding 
the future political and 
economic development of 
these territories.’ 

The second charge is that 
Britain —. while refusing 
herself to undertake any 
defence or security obligations. 
for the  protectorates after 
independence has done 
absolutely nothing to en- 
courage the three territories 
to involve the United States in 
guaranteeing their frontiers or 
to protect them from external 
interference. 


Neither Power 
Nor the Desire 


We are left with one final 


question. Why is~ it that a 
British government — and a 
Labor one at that — is 


surrendering its responsibili- 
ties so shabbily? The answer 
is that the Wilson administra- 


tion shares with the Tories 
the view that Britain has 
neither the power nor. the 


desire to remain. deeply in- 
volved in the struggles build- 
ing up around South Africa. 
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Fundamentally the paralysis | 


of British policy in Southern 
Africa stems from the “fear 
that a direct confrontation 
with. apartheid would gravely 
damage Britain's economy by 
loss of trade and dividends 
from her £1? billion invest- 
ments. 

One might suppose that 
since Britain's leaders | are 
under no illusions about the 
danger South Africa presents, 
they would use the time they 
still have.to make Britain less. 
financially dependent on what 
happens in the republic. Not 
at all. At the same time as 
Britain clearly dishonors her 
political responsibilities to her 
Weakest wards — for fear of 
the consequences of confron- 
tation with South Africa — 
she deliberately increases_the 
extent of her own dependency 
on Dr. Verwoerd's republic 
through expanded trade.

FOOD 
STUDY 
URGED

WASHINGTON—A panel of 
scientists ~has recommended 
that the federal government 
spend 1.5 billion dollars over a 
10-year period on basic studies 
of plants to assure ample food 
supplies decades hence. 

The committee's report, 
prepared under auspices of 
the’ National Academy of 
Sciences, appears at a time 
when government acreage 
controls and burgeoning ex- 
ports have sharply trimmed 
the once-huge U-S._ grain 
surpluses 

Advancing technology in re- 
cent years has dramatically 
boosted the per-acre yields of 
corn and other grains . fed 
primarily to livestock. On the 
other hand, national average 
yields of wheat, despite the 
introduction of promising new 
types in some areas, have held 
relatively steady at about 26 
bushels an acre since 1960. 

“Much of our present capa- 
city to produce food,"’” the 
eommittee—states, ‘‘is the 
product of basic research 
conducted 25 or more years 
ago.” . 

The panel, chaired. by Pro- 
fessor Kenneth V. Thimann of 
Harvard University and more 
recently the University of 
California, remarks that fac- 
tors responsible for the na- 
tion's surplus output capacity 
“are not likely to continue to 
operate in the future with the 
game degree of impact as in 
the past.” 

e 


These factors, it says, in- 
clude. mechanization of farm 
equipment, improved plant 
varieties, fertilizers and pesti- 
cides: and the generally favor- 
able weather of recent years. 
It recalls that there were 
wheat shortages caused by 
disease in 1917 and drought in 
the 1930s. 

The committee says that 
about a million acres of land, 
much of it suitable or actually 
used for farming, is being 
gobbled up by suburban 
housing, shopping centres and 
airports each year. And the 
U.S. population is expected to 
double in the next Your 
decades 

The government has already 
loosened its acreage restric- 
tions on wheat for next year's 


crop, and may relax them 
further seen. 
Warning that there’s a 


“long lag time’ between basic 
laboratory advances and prac- 
tical use on the farm, the 
scientists say, ‘‘we need to be 
doing now the basic research 
that will enable our country to 
maintain and increase agri- 
cultual production not in the 
next decade but in the period 
1975-2000."" 


The committee glows with 
optimism at the prospects for 
this research. 

“The plant “sciences,” it 
says, “have entered upon a 
period of exciting new de- 
velopments .which are opening 


totally’ new vistas in our 
understanding of plant life, 
and at the same time are 


providing revolutionary appli- 
cations to agriculture and to 
food technology. 

“In this respect,”’ it adds, 
“some of the work in plant 
science parallels in time and 
in importance the break- 
through discoveries in physics 
that have led to the tapping of 
nuclear energy.”

By this time Punch 
hac been taken over by its 
printers, Bradbury and 
Evans, and turned into a 
flourishing commercial enter- 
prise. Though Mayhew was a 
versatile, prolific and im- 
mensely talented journalist, 
his whole approach to the 
London scene was inimical to 
the sort of fun the magazine 
was henceforth expected’ to 
make, 


The actual business of edit- 
ing Punch would seem to have 
undergone remarkably little 
modification between Lemon's 
day and mine, though he, un- 
doubtedly, was a far more 


conscientious editor than 1, 
Also he liked the magazine, 
which I never did. 


He very charmingly and 
conscientiously wrote charm- 
ing. little notes when he re- 
jected manuscripts or draw- 
ings which had been sub- 
mitted, never failed to: turn 
up at appropriate social occa- 
sions, and managed most skil- 
fully and adroitly to keep his 
colleagues happy, his con- 
tributors in good heart and his 
proprietors ‘contented —- none 
of which I managed to pull 
off. 


Better Paid 


Given the then value of 
money, he was better paid 
than I. Indeed, according to. 
Mr. Adrian, he was the 
highest-paid:.editor in London; 
by no means the case nowa- 
days, 

Lemon, nevertheless, died in

rassment, despite (or perhaps

“In the ensuing merriment 
auttior’s and artists became a 
party of grownup boys, ‘Tovs- 
tering, buffooning, often burst- 
ing into song. Once, when the 
dessert was about to be 
served, the hilarity rose to 
such a pitch that Evans (nick- 
named. “‘Pater’'} bowled a 
large pineapple at Bradbury, 
who had asked for a slice of 
it. To everyone's amazement, 
not a single wineglass was 
broken in transit. At another 
dinner ‘‘Pater’’ achieved this 
feat with a melon.” 


More Sheltered 


As far as ‘‘Jaunts and Jolli- 
ties” were concerned, we, I 
fancy, led a more sheltered life 
than Lemon's men, though we 
did occasionally have cricket 
matches, and once went on m the 
river. 

Reading “Mr. Adrian's hook 
made me feel like a Chelsea 
pensioner who has been provi- 
ded with an occasion to recall 
some gruelling desert cam- 
paign of long ago—a lively and 
interesting, though harrowing, 
experience,. from which he 
turns with relief to his baecy, 
his tea and his teliv.

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Children Beautiful 
Wherever She Goes

All chifdren are beautiful, 
insisted Mrs.. H. A. Johnson 
when I sat with her Thursday 


morning in her parent’s home. 


“I've never seen a child 
that is not,” she said, 

Tt was the artist speaking, 
of course. For Mrs. Johnson 
(Dorothy M, Oxborough) is 
famed throughout North Am- 
erica for her paintings of 
young faces, especially of 
Indian children, 

In Victoria at present with 
her two sons, for the golden 
wedding anniversary of her 


parents, Mr, 
and Mrs, Wil- 
liam Oxbor- 
4 ough, in early 
August, Mrs. 
Johnson 
speaks quietly 
and sincerely 
of her work 
and the sub- 
jects that 
brought her 
fame. 

This gifted artist was born 
in Calgary but moved to Banff 
with her parents at a very 
early age. 

She credits her father, a 
surveyor-engineer, with plac- 
ing the first drawing pencil in 
her fingers.

“I wasn’t much more than 
two then,"’ she. remembers. 
“When we visited friends or 
when friends came to see us 
he would sit me in a corner 
with paper and pencil and tell 
me to draw something.” 

Right now she is repeating 
this technique with her’ own 
two-year-old son. ‘“‘He’s quite 
adept,”’ she says proudly. 

Dorothy Oxborough grew 
up in Banff and she lived 
there for some time after she 
was married. 

In those years she became 
intensely interested in the 
children of the plains Indians. 
Their faces intrigued her and 
she started making sketches 
of them. 

From these quick sketches 
this artist created the appeal- 
ing paintings that, in recent 


years, have captured the 
hearts of many art lovers.

First outlet for her paint- 
ings came “by chance.” — It 
was during the years of the 
Second World War. Visitors to 
Banff could find nothing 
authentically Canadian to buy 
as souvenirs. 

To offset this lack, the art- 
ist's mother decided to open a 
Strictly Canadian handicraft 
shop. Some of Dorothy Ox- 
borough’s “faces” were in- 
cluded. 

“They went like hot cakes,” 
she remembers.

Eleven years ago Mr. John- 
son, who is with the Depart- 
ment of Northern Affairs, was 
moved to Ottawa and two 
years later to’ Halifax, wheré 
he is now regional superinten- 
dent of historic sites for the 
four Maritime provinces, 

“I. took my sketches with 
me,” Mrs. Johnson explains, 
“and I'm still working from 
them.” 

In Nova Scotia the artist 
found a new interest in the

out of the coves along the 
coast. 

“They are a breed apart,’’ 
she says enthusiastically, 
“kind, patient and wise. 
Already I've made many 
sketches of them and I’m 
developing these sketches in 
my Halifax studio.”’

You'll also see the Ox- 
borough signature on commis- 
sioned work of children in 
prominent homes across Can- 
ada..But the artist tells you 
frankly she prefers choosing 
her own models. Therefore, 
she keeps this part of her art 
to a minimum. 

Her medium is pastels. 
There's a softness to them that 
lends itself to children's faces, 
she believes. . . . and to the 
face of her fishermen, too. 

When she returns to Halifax, 
Dorothy will be busy not only 
with her studio work but with 
a spate of art shows. She 
belongs to the Nova Scotia 
Society of Artists which pre- 
sents two shows a year. There 
are. several jury shows plan- 
ned for various -parts of the 
province and a number of 
centennial showings have been 
arranged.

Martial Law Asked 
For Troubled Area 


CLEVELAND, Ohio —} 
Armed national guardsmen 
patrolled the east - side 
Negro riot areas today, 
guarding against further 
violence that in four days 
has gone from shooting 
and looting to hit-and-run 
fire bombing. 

Arsonists took over as van- 
dalism and violence tapered off 
in a Negro slum _ area 
three miles from downtown 
Cleveland. More than 85 fires 
were started during the night, 
most of them ignited by gaso- 
line-filled bottles. 

The latest unrest eased off at 
dawn today but Negro Council- 
man M. Morris Jackson later 
askec Mayor Ralph S. Locher 
to ask that martial law be de- 
clared in the Hough area. Jack- 
son’s ward includes the Hough 
section hardest hit by the riot- 
ing 

Ohio Governor James A. 
Rhodes’ _ office in Columbus 
said martial law is not contem- 
plated at this point. 

There were reports of gunfire 
in several spots, but the only 
khown victim was wounded acci- 
dentally by his own gun.

Big Pow-Wow to Mark 1,000 Years? 


CALGARY (CP)—A federal 
government official suggested 
Thursday that Canadian In- 
dians call a conference of all 
the native people of the west- 
ern hemisphere to mark the 
1967 centennial. 

Other Canadians are ‘‘cele- 
brating 100 years, but. we're 
celebrating 1,000,"". said’ Tom 
Pelletier of the cultural 
affairs branch of the Northern 
Affairs Department. 

An assembly in Canada of 


natives from North, Central 
and South. America would 
“demonstrate that we are a 
society, not a dying race,’’ Mr. 
Pelletier said. 

He told the annual meeting 
of the National Indian Council 
the government would be sym- 
pathetic. And when the NIC 
gained its federal charter it 
could seek funds from: inter- 
national foundations. 

Adrian Hope, president of 
ihe Metis Association of 
Alberta, said he favored such 
an assembly, where delegates 
could represent about 50,000,- 
000 native people. 

“I know we have lost the 
land," he said, “but we have 


things. to celebrate all right. 
We gave the white man demo- 
eracy and the way to vote.” 

Earlier, NIC delegates 
agreed the NIC should arrange 
a conference for Indians regis- 
tered: with the federal govern- 
ment and another for Metis 
and other persons of Indian 
ancestry. ‘ 

Later, these Canadian 
groups would be brought to- 
gether with the NIC as co- 
ordinator. Former NIC chief 
Bill Wuttunnee of Calgary said | 
it must be accepted there is a 
division between the groups. 

“We don’t like to be divided 
but we are,” he said.
